How  do  I sign  up? 

A dry  cleaner  that  wishes  to  par- 
ticipate will  complete  the 
Statement  of  Participation  in  this 
brochure  and  return  it  to  the 
Illinois  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  (IEPA).  Participants  will 
then  receive  a package  of  related 
materials  to  make  this  service 
available: 

1.  A certificate  of  appreciation 
signed  by  the  IEPA  Director; 

2.  A sign  for  the  customer  area 
to  explain  the  options;  and 

3.  Signs  for  the  receptacles  for 
plastic  bags  and  hangers. 

Determining  Success: 

The  Illinois  State  Fabricare 
Association  will  assist  the  IEPA  in 
conducting  an  annual  survey  of 
participants  or  distributors  to 
determine  the  percentage  of  dry 
cleaning  bags  and  hangers  that 
are  being  recycled.  If  you  can 
keep  data  on  the  approximate 
quantities  of  bags  and  hangers 
purchased  and  recycled,  this  will 
aid  in  compiling  the  measurement 
of  success.
